Form of the Balance-Sheet, and Revenue Aocount. 

We shall suggest that the form of the Revenue Account should be altered so as 
to state Surplus and deficit in each Department separately. This can he done by 
arranging the account-heads in such a way as to afford ready means of preparing 
separate Revenue Accounts of University, Intermediate College, School, Building 
Department and Dispensaries. The Net Surplus and Deficit, as the case may bo, of 
these Departments may be carried to a General Revenue Account, to which should be 
credited all other Miscellaneous Income and the same be debited with all unallotted 
miscellaneous Expenditure to give the total resultant Surplus or Deficit. 

Similarly the form of the Balance-Sheet can be convenientlv modified to a great 
extent so as to give a very clear view of the state of University’s affairs to the Council, 
Visiting Board and all others concerned. 

We shall be glad to advise the Chief Accountant in this respect, if he should like 
to refer it to us. 

We close with our thanks for the hospitality shown and assistance rendered to our 
representatives in the course of audit.

An agreement entered into this the 2Uth day of September 1922 between the Secre- 
tary ol State lor India in Council (hereafter called the Secretary of State] on the one 
part and the Managing Committee of the Rudkaswaini Educational Institute ol Agra, 
a society registered under the Societies Registration Act (.XXI of 1800) hereinatter 
called the Society having its Head Oft.cc at iJnyal Hugh, Agiu, on the other part. 

IVhorous the aloresaid Society has made an application to the Government of the 
United Provinces of Agra und Oiidh to acquire under the provisions of the Land Acqui- 
sition Act (1 of J.894) land situuted in J agaupur village in the suburbs of Agra for 
the purpose of such society amounting to 208-410 acres or thereabouts as detailed and 
described in the schedule annexed heieto and for the sate of greater clearness delineated, 
or shown on the plan hereto annexed and thereon with its boundaries coloured red. 

And whereas the aforesaid Local Government is satisfied that the said Society is a 
Society within the meaning of section 0 (e) of the aforesaid Land Acquisition Act of 
1894 (as por certificate of the ltegistiai ol Joint Stock Companies, dated the lbik 
October 1917).
